Chris Grayling has slammed 
Epsom and St Helier Univer¬ 
sity Hospitals NHS trust for 
releasing plans to investors to 
build housing on surplus hos¬ 
pital land. 

Mr Grayling, MP for Ep¬ 
som and Ewell, said he op¬ 
poses plans to build 195 flats 
and 170 parking spaces on the 
extra hospital land. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian, he said the Trust 
had broken a promise not to 
sell the surplus land. 

“It has been a hot potato is¬ 
sue for a very long time,” he 
said. 

“18 months ago, the lead¬ 
ership gave me a written un¬ 
dertaking that they would not 
sell off the land. 

“It’s now become clear that 
for the past twelve months 
they have been working to sell 
off the land.” 

The option to sell a fifth of 
the current hospital site was 
pitched as a means by which 
to help fund £20.5million of 


repairs to the buildings. 

Only two months ago, 
members of Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council 
agreed to call on the Trust to 
halt its plans to sell the land, 
with councillor Barry Nash 
likening the plans to “selling 
the family silver”. 

Mr Grayling added that 
he thought it was the wrong 
time to sell the land and de¬ 
scribed it as a “very short 
term solution”. 


“There’s strong opposition 
to this from local community 
and what I am hearing from 
staff is that they really worry 
about saying anything,” he 
added. 

“I have spoken to staff in 
the hospital who are opposed 
to this.” 

In a letter to residents, the 
Epsom MP continued: “The 
Trust claims that it needs 
the money to balance its 
books. 


“But the Government has 
just announced a big increase 
in funding for the NHS in the 
next few years, and our local 
Trust is in fact in a better fi¬ 
nancial position than many 
others elsewhere”. 

“It is certainly true that 
money needs to be spent on 
improving Epsom, and the 
Trust claims that the pro¬ 
ceeds of the sale will help do 
that. 

“But with extra money on 


the way, and no firm deci¬ 
sions about the future, the 
danger is that a sale will take 
place, will remove options 
for the future, and cannot 
be reversed if it proves to be 
wrong.” 

A public meeting of the 
Trust’s board is due to be 
held in conference room 
one at Epsom Hospital 
on Friday, August 10, at 
9.30am. 

The trust’s chief executive 
Daniel Elkeles said: “To en¬ 
sure we are making the most 
of our estate and assets, we 
have looked at what land we 
have but don’t use, and the ar¬ 
eas within our grounds that 
we will never need. 

“We have identified some 
parts of the Epsom site, 
containing the derelict 
York House and old accom¬ 
modation block, as surplus 
to our current and future 
needs. 

“If a new acute facility is to 
be located on the Epsom site 
we will still have enough land 
to build it after the sale of 
this land. It is therefore suit¬ 
able to sell, and this plan was 
approved by our Trust Board 
in April.”

Epsom chess 
club is open to players of all ages 
and abilities. It will be held every 
Monday at The Rising Sun Pub 


on Heathcote Road from 7.30 pm, 
starting in September.

Burglar jailed 
for crime spree 


Three break-ins took place over few days

A man who carried out three 
burglaries in Epsom and 
Ewell over a two night span 
has been jailed. 

In the early hours of June 
5, Luke Hicks, also known as 
Luke Penfold, stole money 
from money from a till, as 
well as a laptop, from a beau¬ 
ty salon in Kingston Road. 

The next day, Surrey Po¬ 
lice received a call reporting 
that a glass panel had been 
smashed and controlled pre¬ 
scription drugs had been sto¬ 
len during the night. 

Tests on a sample of blood 
left on broken glass at the 
scene was tested and revealed 
a 1 in 100 million match for 
Luke Hicks. 

The same night, a restau¬ 
rant in Chessington Road, 
Ewell, reported the theft of 
their cash till. 

A blood sample was found 


on the counter, which once 
again proved a positive 
match for Hicks. 

Hicks, of Lea Bridge Road 
in Leyton, appeared at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court on July 19 
and pleaded guilty to three 
charges of commercial bur¬ 
glary. 

He has now been sentenced 
to 16 months in jail. 

Investigating officer, Po¬ 
lice Constable Joseph Brown, 
said: “We hope Hicks’ sen¬ 
tencing acts as a deterrent 
to those thinking of commit¬ 
ting burglaries in Epsom and 


Ewell. 

“Burglary will not be toler¬ 
ated in our county and we’ll 
do all we can to bring offend¬ 
ers to justice and to protect 
our residents from these 
crimes. 

“Operation Spearhead has 
been running with overt and 
covert officers and staff de¬ 
ployed solely to prevent bur¬ 
glaries and catch offenders, 
but residents can help us by 
registering their valuables 
on Immobilise and investing 
in unique marking liquid 
such as SelectaDNA.”

Elsie: A WWI heroine 

The Epsom Guardian of 26th July said you 
wanted names of women who made exceptional 
contributions in WWI, I should like to propose 
Elsie Knocker, later Baroness de T’Serclaes, MM, 
OStJ (29 July 1884 - 26 April 1978). en.wikipedia. 
org/wiki/Elsie_Knocker. 

She and her friend and Mairi Chisholm were 
two of the most famous women of the First World 
War, affectionately known as the “Angels of 
Pervyse” but now largely forgotten. 

Elsie had the inspiration for their remarkable 
contribution to saving the lives of soldiers. They 
mounted their motorbikes and set up a first aid 
and dressing station just behind the front line 
using their own money and when that ran out 
they fund raised to continue their essential work. 

That it was necessary to fund this from 
personal funds and then donations highlights a 
difference between then and now. They 
discovered that soldiers survived better if they 
were stabilised as soon as possible before the 
stress of being transported to hospital, a finding 
from which we still benefit today. 

From 1926 until her death Elsie lived at one of 
the Haig Homes in Purcells Close, Ashtead - there 
should be a blue plaque but there is not. Amongst 
other achievements after WWI she campaigned 
for the conservation of Ashtead Common. 

Elsie Knocker should be remembered better. 
She made a huge contribution.

Tougher terms for animal abuse 


The maximum jail sentences for the 
worst animal abusers in England is to be 
increased from six months to five years. 

The move comes after strong support 
from animal welfare groups and the pub¬ 
lic to proposals for tougher sentences 
from Environment Secretary Michael 
Gove. 

Separate measures will also ensure 
that the principle of animal sentience 
is enshrined in domestic law following 
Britain’s departure from the EU. 

Proposals for tougher punishments 
for animal abusers followed a number 
of cases in which courts said they would 
have handed down longer sentences if 
they were available, said Mr Gove’s De¬ 


partment for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs. 

These include a case last year in which 
a man trained dogs to torture other ani¬ 
mals, including by trapping a fox and a 
terrier dog in a cage together. 

The change was welcomed by Claire 
Horton, chief executive of the Batter¬ 
sea Dogs & Cats Home, which has cam¬ 
paigned for tougher sentencing. 

“Battersea welcomes the results of 
today’s consultation as they confirm 
the nation is no longer prepared to put 
up with a six-month sentence for shock¬ 
ing cases of cruelty to animals,” said Ms 
Horton.

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Warning about pets left in hot cars 


The UK is in the midst of a heatwave and tempera¬ 
tures are creeping into the mid-30s, so why are peo¬ 
ple still leaving dogs in hot cars? 

It doesn’t take a genius to know not to leave a pet 
in a boiling hot car, but it does take an idiot to think 
they know better than to listen to this. 

RSPCA dog welfare expert Lisa Hens said: “We 
had hoped that the message was finally getting 
through but, sadly, it seems that this may not be 
the case. The temperature inside a car can soar to 
47C (117F) within minutes, even when the outside 
temperature is just 22C (72F) and this can be fatal 
for a dog.” 

If you wouldn’t leave a baby in 47C of heat then 
why would you leave your beloved pet? 

Opening a window or leaving you car in the shade 
does not help the situation and you may come back 


to a smashed window or a dead pet. 

But what can you legally do if you 
see a dog locked in a boiling hot car? 
A dog that is in danger will show signs such as pant¬ 
ing heavily, drooling excessively, being lethargic or 
uncoordinated, or collapsed and vomiting. 

The RSPCA advises people to call 999, warning 
that if you smash the glass of a car to get a hot dog 
out it could be classed as criminal damage. 

But there may be a way around this - make sure 
you tell the police of your intentions and take pho¬ 
tos or footage of the dog as well as names and num¬ 
bers of witnesses. 

The law states you have a lawful excuse to com¬ 
mit damage if you believe that the owner of the 
property you damage would consent to the damage 
if they knew the circumstances.

But with the buds coming into bloom, 
and daylight savings about to brighten 
up our lives, why not come out of shad¬ 
ows and crack open something a little 
more citrusy, juicy, tropical or even a 
tiny bit green? 

Here are six top picks to help freshen 
up the wine rack for spring... 

1) Martisor Pinot Grigio 2017, Romania 
(£5.49, Waitrose): Pinot grigio is argu¬ 
ably northern Italy’s most famous white 
grape. But if you’re after something in¬ 
expensive and nice, it’s worth looking 
further east, where Romanians celebrate 
Martisor, the coming of spring. Light and 
crisp, with scents of green apples and a 
lively tempo of lemon and lime. 

2) Wm Morrison Albarino, 2015, Rias 
Baixas, Spain (£8, Morrisons): In the 
past few years, albarino has climbed to 
the A-list of Spanish wines, and Galicia, in 
north-eastern Spain, is the prime location 
for these lively whites, which boast floral 
aromas, vibrant fruit and zippy acidity. Try 
this crisp, citrusy style that’s competitively 
priced for a such trendy grape. 


3) Costa Fresca Sauvignon Blanc 
2017, San Antonio, Chile (currently 
reduced to £7 from £9 until April 2, 
Marks & Spencer, in-store only): A lit¬ 
tle cracker from Chile that’s pungent and 
punchy, with grassy, nettly aromas and a 
deliciously fresh and tangy mouthfeel. 
With lemon, lime and grapefruit flavours, 
loads of zestiness and steely mineral- 
ity, this is a brilliant buy — especially if 
you snap it up while it’s still on special 
offer. 

4) Von Rheinhessen Pinot Blanc 2016, 
Rheinhessen, Germany (£8, Tesco). 

Germany’s largest wine region may be 
famous for its riesling, but this dry, apple- 
scented pinot blanc has enough floral, 
fruity freshness, with hints of pears and 
a delicate grapey character that lifts the 
finish. 

5) Drakenskloof Chenin Blanc 2016, 
Western Cape South Africa (£8.99, 
Laithwaites.co.uk): A joy to drink and 
the perfect balance of freshness and 
fruitiness, this is a rich tropical fruit bas¬ 
ket of pear, peach, melon and guava, 
with a lovely intensity on the nose which 
follows in sync on the palate. A go-to 
label for a highly reliable good-value 
chenin.

ANT-MAN AND THE WASP (12A): Earlier this summer, 
larger-than-life characters from across the Marvel Com¬ 
ics galaxy united to combat the threat of the mighty Tha- 
nos in the superhero showdown, Avengers: Infinity War. 
However, one miniature crimefighter - wisecracking cat 
burglar Scott Lang (Paul Rudd) - was notable by his ab¬ 
sence from the pyrotechnic-laden combat. Peyton Reed’s 
crowd-pleasing sequel neatly explains Lang’s no-show 
against Thanos with a high-octane blast of rip-roaring en¬ 
tertainment, which dizzies and delights in equal measure. 
Adopting a more intimate style of storytelling, Ant-Man 
And The Wasp choreographs a series of outrageous 
set-pieces without losing the broad humour or tender 
emotion that made the original 2015 film a sizeable hit. 
Notably, this is Marvel’s first action-packed feature with a 
female superhero proudly name-checked in the title and 
Evangeline Lilly’s airborne assassin dominates the bruis¬ 
ing fight sequences when she isn’t catalysing molten on¬ 
screen chemistry with Rudd’s reluctant saviour. 

TEEN TITANS GO! TO THE MOVIES (PG): The long- 
running animated TV series Teen Titans Go!, a tongue- 
in-cheek spin-off from the DC Comics universe, makes 
its big screen debut with a grin-inducing flourish thanks 
to co-directors Peter Rida Michail and Aaron Horvath. 
Teen Titans Go! To The Movies pokes gentle fun at the 
glut of superhero films, which clog up multiplexes and 
earnestly expand the mythologies of well-known charac¬ 
ters torn from the pages of comic books. A nimble script, 
co-written by the TV series’ creators Michael Jelenic and 
Horvath, takes aim at predictable targets: The avoidable 
tragedies in superheroes’ pasts, Stan Lee’s obligatory 
cameos, that instantly forgettable Green Lantern film star¬ 
ring Ryan Reynolds. Most of the punchlines elicit knowing 
giggles as a perfunctory plot sermonises the importance 
of teamwork and self-sacrifice to younger audiences. 
Fleeting verbal gags, including a spoof of the Marvel 
Comics flip book title sequence, are complemented by 
knowing, self-referential dialogue that gleefully draws at¬ 
tention to the film’s own shortcomings including a big 
reveal about the identity of the chief villain. 

MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE - FALLOUT (12A): In 1996, 
when Tom Cruise accepted his mission to revamp the 


classic 1960s TV series, it’s unlikely he envisioned that 
he would still be breaking sweat as gung-ho IMF agent 
Ethan Hunt more than two decades later. Life is full of 
surprises and few are as sweet or exhilarating as Mis¬ 
sion: Impossible - Fallout. The sixth and arguably best 
instalment of the globe-trotting franchise welcomes back 
writer-director Christopher McQuarrie, Oscar-winning 
screenwriter of The Usual Suspects, for a suspenseful 
thriller that unravels tangled narrative threads from the 
2015 film, Rogue Nation. While other blockbusters rely 
heavily on digital trickery, Fallout places its most expen¬ 
sive special effect - its leading man - in almost every 
adrenaline-pumping shot. Cruise performs his own death- 
defying stunts, including riding a motorcycle without a 
helmet at high speed against the flow of traffic around the 
Arc de Triomphe, piloting a helicopter during a stomach- 
churning 360 degree downward spiral, and freefall jump¬ 
ing at 25,000ft from an aircraft travelling at 165mph. IMF’s 
communications might self-destruct after five seconds 
but Cruise grimly and gallantly endures. 

HOTEL TRANSYLVANIA 3: A MONSTER VACATION 
(U): Towards the gently effervescent conclusion of direc¬ 
tor Genndy Tartakovsky’s computer-animated sequel, a 
DJ attempts to break the evil spell that has enslaved a 
kraken by blasting out Bobby McFerrin’s upbeat anthem 
Don’t Worry, Be Happy. The infectious, chart-topping hit 
should play throughout Hotel Transylvania 3: A Monster 
Vacation, which doesn’t worry about character develop¬ 
ment or a coherent plot and is blissfully happy to set sail 
for predictable laughs in foreign climes. Humour in this 
third chapter, co-written by Tartakovsky and Michael Mc- 
Cullers, is decidedly long in the vampire’s tooth as Dracu- 
la (Adam Sandler) dips his immortal toes into the perilous 
world of right- and left-swiping potential love matches. Vo¬ 
cal performances search in vain for big laughs amidst the 
sugary sentiment and a final reel reveal is telegraphed 
far in advance. 

MAMMA MIA! HERE WE GO AGAIN (PG): Ol Parker’s 
sequel to the feel-great Abba jukebox musical Mamma 
Mia! doesn’t quite achieve the same intoxicating sense of 
nostalgia-drenched delirium. In a sing-off with The Great¬ 
est Showman, this bittersweet return to the sun-kissed 


Greek island of Kalokairi comes off second best to the 
razzle-dazzle of Hugh Jackman and his kaleidoscopic 
circus of melodic misfits. However, when all is said and 
done, Parker’s film is hard-wired to entertain, with a 
comforting recipe of glossy song and dance numbers, 
saucy humour, simmering romance and Oscar winner 
Meryl Streep ripping the hearts out of chests as she 
mines the raw emotion of Benny Andersson and Bjorn 
Ulvaeus’s lyrics. The addition of Cher as Streep’s impec¬ 
cably coiffed mother is a masterstroke. From the moment 
we hear the thrum of the chart-topping diva’s private 
helicopter approaching Kalokairi, Parker’s film cranks up 
the volume on our pleasure to 11 and blows the roof off 
the taverna with her rapturous interpretation of Fernando 
with fellow newcomer Andy Garcia. These final 15-20 
minutes, when the full cast is reunited on the island idyll, 
are on the money, money, money. 

HOTEL ARTEMIS (15): Style confidently trumps sub¬ 


stance in Drew Pearce’s intriguing dystopian thriller 
about a secret membership-only hospital for the criminal 
fraternity. Set during a sweltering summer of civil unrest 
in futuristic Los Angeles, Hotel Artemis dazzles with ex¬ 
pertly choreographed fight sequences and pithy one- 
liners. The writer-director is aided by a mesmerising lead 
performance from Jodie Foster as the agoraphobic clini¬ 
cian in charge of the hospital, who has spent 22 tortur¬ 
ous years within its cracked walls and self-medicates to 
numb the pain of her devastating loss. Grungy production 
design is enhanced by South Korean cinematographer 
Chung-hoon Chung, who revels in the decaying grandeur 
of the central location. Foster’s searing performance is 
complemented by the bristling menace of Dave Bau¬ 
tista as an orderly, who threatens “to unheal” anyone 
who breaks the hospital’s bond of confidentiality. The 
promised prescription of thrills and spills delivers only a 
fleeting high.

Sutton United captain Jamie 
Collins scored from the penalty 
spot for the second consecutive 
game as the U’s earned a 1-0 win 
over Eastleigh on Tuesday night. 

The match may not have been 
a classic but Paul Doswell’s 
men rolled up their sleeves to 
overcome a stubborn Eastleigh 
side thanks to a goal in the 31st 
minute. 

Sutton’s Tom Bolarinwa was 
brought down in the penalty 
area by defender Josh Hare and 
Collins, who scored a last-gasp 
equaliser in a 2-2 draw at 
Harrogate Town on Saturday, 
stepped up to send goalkeeper 
Graham Stack the wrong way 
from the spot. 

The game was a disjointed 
affair with heavy rain in the sec¬ 
ond half making it difficult for 
both sides to play decent football 
which Doswell touched on in his 
honest post-match assessment. 

“It was scrappy, a typical 
National League game at this 
time of the season,” he told 
SUFCtv. 


“I don’t remember [goalkeeper] 
Jamie Butler having to make a 
save in the whole game. 

“Having said that, we had 
chances but didn’t really test 
their keeper either. So I think 
you’ll take a 1-0 on the night 
and that really does make our 
Harrogate point look good. 

“There will be plenty of games 
this season that will be exciting 
and attractive, and there’ll be 
others that won’t be.

While cynics have been 
quick to claim the big spenders 
have bought success — three

Doswell is full of praise for 
what they’ve achieved. 

“What Salford have done 
over the last four or five years 
has been fantastic for football,” 
said the Sutton boss. 


“Not only have they got the 
budget to put into the team 
but they’ve clearly put it into 
their stadium and into their 
academy. So, for me, I’ve got no 
issues when teams do that.
